MISSOULA (Mont) Aug. 21.—Merci- 
lesaly and relentlessly the forest fires

out of existence millions of dollars 
worth of property.

For a few minutes this afternoon the 
Dally Missoulian's reporter at Wallace 
had a wire. He summarized she situ- 
ation as follows: 

“Thirteen lives lost; 
$1,000,000; fire still threatening.” 
Bisewhere in the fire zone the situa- 
tion has gone from bad to worse to- 
day. The most serious incident was 
reported late this afternoon from the 
St. Coe country, where 1830 men en- 
gaged in the forestry service are Miss- 
ingy and it is feared they have N 
burned to death. 

When the fire aporoached the 3 
where there were 200 men, two of the 
fighters took a horse, and, riding the 
animal to death, reached another camp 
and organized a rescue party, which 
penetrated the are to Bird Creek. 
Eighteen of the men were found in the 
water, where they had gone for safety, 
and they were unharmed. Of the re- 
maining 180 no word has been received. 
The forestry service has organized a 
relief train, well equipped with pack 
animals, carrying provisions and hos- 
pital supplies, and win endeavor to 
Set through the fire. 

About a thousand refugees have been 
brought into Missoula today. There 
is much distress among them. Their 
wants are being supplied by Missoula 
people, and they have been given tem- 
porary homes.

These men fave been 
scattered over the country, driven 
hither and thither by the flames. At 
War Eagle tunnel, three miles from 
Wallace, six dead were found and two 
were badly burned. Five of the dead in 
the tunnel had sought refuge. They 
lay witn their faces down in the water, 
covered with wet rags and blankets 
and had died partly from the fire,and 
partly from suffocation by smoke, The 
injured were relieved with olive oil 
and brought to the hospitais.

Safe for the moment at least, the 
people of Wallace are looking to the 
nills around them through bioodshot, 
heavy-lidded eyes, watching forest 
fires that ring the city around on ev- 
ery side, lest they shauld break 
through and destroy the city. Lines 
of hose are laid along the west side 
of the city, where tne fire will strike 
first, if it comes, and all available fire 
fighters are being held ready to start 
work at once. 

From Mullen up the cafion refugees 
bring word that fires have aimost 
reached the buildings and that the wa- 
ter supply may be cut off at any time. 
In every direction the sky ts red with 
flames and a rising wind would bring 
them hae. 

The list of fatalities will run high, 
just how high no one will know for a 
day or two. There are parties of fire

KOREA WITHIN WEEK. 


Last. Siage of Portsmou 
Now Becoming Actuality ind With 
Convention Mikado Will Add Large 
Area and Population to Empire. 


OKIO, Aue. 21.— Within the week, 
T the Hermit Kingdom and the 

Empire of Korea will become his- 
torical terms, 12,000,000 people will be 
added to the population of Japan, and 
territory as large as Engiand will be- 
come part of the Japanese empire. 
The treaty of Portsmovth, which 
wettied the war between Japan and 
Russia, provides that Japan shall have 
the “guidance, protection and control” 
of Korea, and the last stage of this 
agreement is now becoming an actual- 
ity, after three years of experiment- 
ing to discover a practical method for 
conservation of the national entity of 
the Korean peninsula. 
The Privy Council of Japan today 
was summoned to meet at 10:30 o'clock 
temorrow morning. and this is regard- 
ed by well informed persons as >rac-! 
tically the signal to complete the ne- 
gotiations between Lleut.-Gen. Terau- 
chi, the Japanese resident general in 
Korea, and the emperor of Korea and 
his cabinet which have continued a 
week. , 
While the negotiations are shrouded 
in absolute official silence, there no 
longer can be any doubt that the Ko- 
rean Emperor has agreed. to sign a 
convention by which, in view of the 
untenable conditions obtaining, he and 
his government and people consent to

Emperor and government of Japan. 

Tonight, extra editions of the news- 
papers say the convention already has 
been signed, but whether or hot this be 
so, some announcement is expected 
shortly after the meeting tomorrow ot. 
the Privy Council. This pfobably will 
include the official proclamation of the 
conclusion of the convention of annex- 
ation unless all the prognostications of 
well-informed persons are incorrect. 

The Ti dynasty in Korea has lasted 
for 518 years. Seven branches of the 
family remain and the heads of these 
will be given rank as princes. A num- 
ber of other officials will be elevated to 
the Japanese nobility. 

Throughout negotiations, the mass 
of the Kereans have been kept in en- 
tire ignorance of what has been trans- 
piring. The newspaper censorship is 
complete and Japanese newspapers 
have not been permitted to be sold 
in Korea. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that annexation by Japan will 
invelve disturbances in any section of 
Korea, 

The court and Cabinet officials in 
the peninsula are quite complacent. 
The vast majority of the people of 
Korea realize that conditions in their 
country will be improved and it will 
be impossiie for the malcontents to 
arouse sufficient feeling to create up-

INCENDIARISM RESPONSIBLE

Acting Forester Albert F. Potter to- 
night received advices from Supervisor 
Buck of Medford,-Or., stating the con- 
tinued spread of the fires in Southern 
Oregon had revealed clearly the work 
of incendiarism. 

Mr. Potter would not discuss, even 
inferentially, what may be the puar- 
pose of the filrebug, pending an official 
report. Forest rangers are now en- 
gaged in rounding up definite evidence. 

Mr. Potter views with anxiety this 
particular side of the situation and 
intimated it may be ‘necessary to call 
upon Gov. Benson of Oregon for aid of 
the National Guard. As m 
Federal troops as possible are being 
Pushed on foot into the burning re- 
gions from near-by posts. 

The fires are especially threatening

In a tunnel 
of the old War Eagle mine, on Placer 
Creek, seven miles from Wallace, 
forty-one men under Forest Ranger 
Pulaski were packed tightly together 
to escape a sheet of flame that swept 
down the guich. They hugged the 


ground and buried their faces in the 


mud on the floor of the tunnel until 


| the fire went by, when, half mad from 


the heat, they ran and threw them- 
selves into the creek. Five were left 
dead in the tunnel and another, cut 
off from the crew, was found burned 
to a cinder. 

“I don’t see how we ever got out of 
that tunnel alive,”’ said Charles Hick- 
man of Leeds, S. D., one of the sur- 
vivers.. “Even the stones were so hot 
after the fire had gone by that we 
could: not touch them, and had to wal- 
low in the water of the creek. When 
we were driven into the tunnel I 
soaked my coat and vest and wrapped 
tnem around my head, keeping my 
face in the mud and water as much 
as I could without suffocating. 

“When I got up to go out, I was 
nearly crazy with the heat. I stag- 
gered from side to side, amd once fell 
to the ground, cutting my face. My 


partner, Clark, was climbing beside 
me and seemed to be unconscious 


when we left. He has not been found, 
and 1 think he must hae been killed. 
We drank readily of the warm creek 
water and it made us all sick.”
